Constantinople. April 16.—A ruasracto of 
Armenians has taken place at Adana.

Soldiers, powerless to control the 
situation, are Joining In the pillage bf the 
town. The fatalities are said to be nu¬ 
merous. 

The riots began last Wednesday and the 
town of Adana has been burned and 
many Christians killed In tit* streets.

appearance of butter, a 10-ceni revenue 
stamp must be attached. 

It 1* charged In ths Indictment* that the 
Cutoby company has sold the colored 
pnonuct under the one-quarter of a cont 
l Ax* 

It also Is claimed by the Government 
oiflrlnla that the Cudahy company has 
succeed'd In monopolizing the ob-ronargn- 
rlne market by sellln* the Color*) 
product and paying tl»c tax on the basis 
of uncolored, thero being a Hlffcrenc« of 
9\ rents per pound. By this means, it is 
claimed, they wero enabled to undersell 
other manufacturers and control the mar.

JOHN W. KERN GOES ON BOND, 


Indianapolis. Ind.. April 16.—Oscar A. 
Baker, commonly known a* "Cigarette" 
Baker, of Marlon. Ind.. reached Indian¬ 
apolis late this afternoon and surrendered 
to Sheriff Woessner to answer to an in¬ 
dictment charging attempted bribery tn 
connection wtth the passage of the Park* 
anti-cigarette law In the Legislature of 
1905. Baker represented the tobacco In¬ 
terests In the legislature of which be 
was once a member, being a State Sena¬ 
tor John W. Kem. recent Democratic 
candidate for Vice President, signed Bak¬ 
er's bond, which wa* fixed at 6S.OOO. 

The return of "Cigarette" Baker fol¬ 
lows the withdrawal of a reward for hla 
capture by Oov. Marshall a few’ we^ks 
ago. Annantos Baker, once a State Rep¬ 
resentative and whom It Is charged O. A. 
Baker attempted to bribe to vote agnlnst 
the anti-cigarette bill, died recently. He 
was the only witness upon whom the 
State could depend. The Executive feared 
that It would be claimed when a convic¬ 
tion would be impossible. 

Since the dramatic scene In the State 
House of Representatives, when, sm Feb¬ 
ruary 22. 19%, Representative Annanlns 
Baker waived above his head 6100 In bills 
and told of the ullcged attempted bribery, 
O. A. Baker, upon whom suspicion rest¬ 
ed, bos been a fugitive. According to his 
statement to-day he has been in Pari* 
and Canada.

NOT A BINDING CAUCUS. 


Washington, April 16.-[8peclal.l-The 
Senate Democrats have agreed to stand 
solidly against the action of Senator Akl- 
rich in striking from the Payne bill' the 
provision removing the lax of 6 cent* on 
leaf tobacco in the hand* of the farmer 
The matter «m brought up in conference 
by Senator Paynter. of Kentucky, who 
explained to the Democrats the necessity 
of united action. Only a few of the fienr 
atior* present, tho.se from tobacco-produc¬ 
ing State*, understood the question or 
knew a subject so vltsJ to the tobacco 
growers was contained In tlie original bill. 

While a number of Senators have re¬ 
ceived letters from the tobacco Interest* 
asking them to rospect the efforts being 
made to reinstate the provision placed in 
the bill by the House, there seems to be 
no doubt that the i.>cmocratic side will 
unitedly oppose the Aldrich programme. 
The House members from tobacco grow 
era' States are quite enthusiastic over the 
action of the Senate (democratic confer¬ 
ence. and they are hopeful of being able 
to pick up enough Republican votes to put 
up s good fight against the organisation.

Harmonious Conference. 

The Democratic conference lo-dsy wa* 
harmonious throughout. The discussion 
pursued a wide range of subjects, but 
there was little reference to specific sched¬ 
ule*. 

Reports to the effect that there would 
be an effort to bind the minority on cer¬ 
tain schedules of the bill are without 
foundation. These reporta had particular 
reference to the lumber and hide* sched¬ 
ules. As a majority of the Democrats 
ore In favor of a "revenue" duty on both 
materials, some discussion arose as to 
the wisdom of attempting to get a united 
vole. It was decided, however, that if 
there was an attempt to bind the minori¬ 
ty member* on one schedule, the advo¬ 
cate* of some other schedule would come 
forward In the Interest of a duty on an 
article they sought to get protected, with 
tlie result that there would be an inter¬ 
minable mlx-up. a small minority being 
constantly at daggers’ points with the 
body of the Democratic Senators. 

The conference (e. therefore, such in 
even* sen^e of the word, and is not a 
binding caucus. Only on the general 
propositions, upon which most of the 
Democrat* are agreed, is It to be expect¬ 
ed that there w*lll be unanimous votes. 
These Include the income tax feature, the 
reduction of duties |o a minimum -on the 
necesMtle* of life, perhaps a horltontal 
reduction of about one-fourth In the mo- 
Uou to recommit, and. a* adopted to-day 
the removal of the tax on leaf tobacco. 

The information conference* now be¬ 
ing held by the Senate Democrat* indi¬ 
cate that they are much more harmonious 
than the Republican side of the cham¬ 
ber. and the votes are expected to show 
that the Democrat* will put up a better 
front than the Republicans.

A few weeks ago charges of fraud were 
brought against certain of the directors 
of the sugar company, which la a big 
concern, capitalized at $ 12 ,ttU), 0 U 0 The 
directum resigned and an Investigation of 
the affairs of the company followed. 

A series of questionable tra n sa ct i o ns 
was dlaclooed and the stock dropped from. 
tO to 60 points as a result of the expo¬ 
sures. a large number of people, including 
many foreigners, meeting financial ruin 
in the slump. 

The affair storied an outcry from the 
press and the public wlilch led to the 
prooeoution of a number of the directors 
Involved. These men were all high In 
commercial and social circle*. 

When the nine members of tire lower 
house were taken In custody the charges 
against them were not made public, ow¬ 
ing to the connection of the defendant 
directors with politics. It Is generally be¬ 
lieved that the Investigation of the sugar 
company resulted In the exposure of 
bribery In the Diet. 

The members arrested all belong to the 
Reyu Kai. the dominant party In both 
houses of the Diet 

The arrests and the belief that further 
arrests are to follow Have caused con¬ 
sternation In Toklo political and commer¬ 
cial circles.

A communication from the Mayor came 
up from the Board of Cffimcllmen. em¬ 
bracing a letter requesting the General 
Council to make an appropriation of $1,- 
000 for the entertainment of several coun¬ 
cils of the United Commercial Travelers, 
which Is to meet In Louisville in the 
summer The request went to the finance 
committee, which later reported it un¬ 
favorably. Mr. Todd explaining that tile 
City Controller had warned him that the 
fund from which It must edme is run¬ 
ning dangerously low. When the question 
came to a vote tho requeet was deuled. 
loiter Mr Rank# offered a resolution 
•hutting down on all such appropriations 
for the remainder of the year. The revo¬

Nearly two hour* were spent In the 
reading and discussion of tbv Board Of 
Safety ordinance which wa* reported fa¬ 
vorably bv the committee, with two mi¬ 
nor amendments.

CONDITIONS IN THE STATE’S!

The postulate of the theory here ad¬ 
vanced l» the assertion that there Is a 
dynamic mental principle pervading 
space. Immanent In all things, manl- 
ftsting Itself In an Infinite variety of 
forms, degrees and phase*. 

This force Is the property of every¬ 
body. afui anyone can exert it provided 
he use the proper effort. According to 
the author its activities are correlated 
to the mental operation of desire, will 
and Imagination—not identical but 
correlated to mind. 

Mr. Atkinson finds that mind-power 
differs from physical energy In many 
ways, being higher and broader, physic¬ 
al energy merely being one of Its pro¬ 
ducts.

The author claims that life and 
mind-power are Inseparable, that there 
is nothing lifeless in the universe. He 
disclaims any originality In this belief 
which he proves to have existed among 
philosophers, especially the Hindus for 
fifty centuries and to be exploited 
among living scientists of to-day. 

fcut going further than his associates, 
Mr. Atkinson also' claims that ether 
and the universal mind-power are one 
and the same thing. To quote him ver¬ 
batim: 

•• • • • that the theoretical some¬ 

thing that science has called ‘the 
ether,* is In reality the universal mtnd- 
power principle from which all mani¬ 
festations of activities emerge—the 
universal mental dynamo. I cannot 
, prove this, but it Is logical.” 

\ All forms of activity are generally 
admitted to be vibrations caused by 
motion of atoms. This motion Is In 
turn caused by attraction and repulsion 
which In Its turn implies sensation 
proving capacity to respond or feel. In 
other words, vibrations are "manifes¬ 
tations of mentality." All this being 
trus the author feels Justified in claim¬ 
ing that mind and mind-power are the 
motive forcos of all physical energy 
We can only think of it in symbols, so 
he suggests the awe-inspiring picture 
of ”a great living, throbbing, pulsating, 
mentating ocean of dynamic mind pow¬ 
er,” in the depths of which is “quiet, 
calm and peace”—the embodiment of 
latent power and potential energy. 

“And from the depths of the ocean of 
mind-power, all mental and physical 
power emerges—and to its bosom all 
must return. And in that ocean there 
is an infinite store of energy, from 
which may be drawn that which the 
human center of consciousness and 
power require, when they learn the 
secret." 

The nature and substance of this 
mind-power is unknown, but its activi¬ 
ties can be analysed and applied. One 
of these Is ••will” In Its original sense. 

< meaning to wish cr desire strongly. 
In the place of the word telepathy he 
prefers one of hi* own coinage—"tele- 
Tuentstion.” as being more accurate. 
The one means suffering or feeling 
from afar the pain of another; while 
the latter means mental activity ex¬ 
erted at long range. 

All the cults and Isms of the Twen¬ 
tieth century are manifestations of 
mind-power, and as such each holds a 
certain proportion of truth. Great 
leaders, honorable or otherwise, always 
use mental suggestion to Influence for 
good or evil. 

•The force that is used by the mod¬ 
ern ‘healer* when he or she ’treats’ a 
patient for health, success or some 
other desirable quality. Is the same 
used by the black Voodoo, the Congo 
sorcerer, the Salem witch, the Ha¬ 
waiian ‘Kahuna,* who prays people (pto 
sickness and death; the medicine man 
of the American Indian with his 
charms and Incantations, the wizards 
and enchanters of the middle ag*s. the 
practitioners of ’adverse treatments/ 
or •malicious mental magnetism* of the 
modern cults.” 

He compares them to children play¬ 
ing with dynamite, using the great force 
of mind power to their own and others' 
destruction. Mind power must be 
treated as If it were any other mighty 
force of nature and the individual 
taught how to use it to ills advance¬ 
ment and how to avoid its misuse. 

He sees the results of mind-power 
In the cool, steady business leaders, in 
the great generals. In the eminent orat 
tors and public speakers. It must be 
studied in the full light, one must learn 
how to avoid the unscrupulous and how 
to protect oneself against the adept 
who uses the great force for his own 
selfish ends. 

One must not think of himself with 
conceit as possessing the secrets of this 
mighty force, but as the center of the 
illimitable universe through which para 
the currents of its force enabling each 
individual to become an influence in 
bis own great or small world. 

A person is described whom one may 
designate as the dynamic Individual— 
positive, strong, forceful with a certain 
air about him whatever face, figure or 
coloring may be, that all at once rec¬ 
ognise. From him radiates a calm- 
contained consciousness of power, 
neither blustering nor self-important, 
but the firmness that compels obedi¬ 
ence. 

The reader will peruse with Interest 
not unmixed with amusement those 
portions dealing with practical and 
specific methods of healing. Unllko 
other cults this teacher does not advo¬ 
cate the personal method of assertion, 
though that is well enough In Its way. 
but advises treating the various parts 
of the body as If they were separate 
entitles. Instead of saying *‘I am well, 
I am happy, I am contented.” one 
should say to one’s other personality. 
••You” are so and so. It all seems sim¬ 
ple and easy. He gives examples, fol 
lowing which one would bid one’s 
stomach rouse nnd digest or one’s liver 
to wake up and step lively. One can 
also make engagements with various 
organs, naming hours, which must be 
strictly kept for their functions. The 
author solemnly assures his readers 
that u wonderful gain of health and 


strength Is sure to result from such 
practices. 

One may develop and Increase dyna¬ 
mic power and the latter chapters give 
detailed exercises and instructions. But 
one must not openly proclaim the be¬ 
lief In one’s power. **Do not Invite the 
ridicule of those around you by telling 


them the source of your power. Do^not 
bother about tl^m—IT they are indi¬ 
viduals themselves they will under¬ 
stand without being told, and If they 
are not, all the telling in the world 
will not make It clear to them.** 

It Is a mistake to try to live other 
people's lives for them, each must 
grow from within. There Is no such 
thing as vicarious Individuality. Assert 
yourself. Be an Individual, not a para¬ 
site. 

As the book contains more than four 
hundred pages it is Impossible to do 
more than Indicate Its contents. On 
the subjects of mental atmospheres, 
channels of Influence, Instruments of 
expression, the ura of mentntlv© Instru¬ 
ments, mental suggestion. Induced Im¬ 
agination, occultism, self-protection, 
indirect Influence, mental therapeutics 
and healing, mind building and tnental 
architecture, the author becomes more 
practical and gives details for exer¬ 
cises that are highly interesting. As a 
whole the book possesses force, and if 
Us grammar Is not always above re¬ 
proach one can overlook thaa and cer¬ 
tain mechanical errors in view of the 
high motive that seems to have ani¬ 
mated Its conception and production.

For the sake of pleasant alliteration 
as well as for truth this book should 
have been named “The Romance of 
Railroad Building.”

Its record of the Struggles 
made so often In the dark, the fantastic, 
pitiful failures, the final marvelous tri¬ 
umphs that marked the careers of the 
pioneer builders of railroads. All the 
wonder of Its present system comes 
over one anew on reflecting with the 
author that it has been only eighty 
year* or so since the charter for the 
first yai.ioad In America was drafted; 
il a: fifty years had then elapsed sine© 
the “aslcinshed Legislature of Penn¬ 
sylvania had silently Ignored the re- 
quov ot Oliver Evans for a patent on 
steam w r agon, as the hallucination of 
disordered mind.” 

Most remarkable of all the amusing 
incidents connected with the begin¬ 
nings of railroad-making was the dis¬ 
covery by an English genius of a dis¬ 
ease superinduced by the new rapid 
travel. He declared that the brains of 
business men were so addled by the 
swiftness of the Journey from Man¬ 
chester to Liverpool or London that 
they often forgot what they went for 
and hail tu write home to find out 
’’One old gentleman became so Im¬ 
pregnated with velocity as the result 
of a prolonged debauch In railroad 
rides that he dashed head foremost 
Into an irui post and shivered It into 
pieces, according to this veracious au¬ 
thority.”

Dr. Shaw maintains that the world 
of religion Is not the perceptual world 
of science, nor the conceptual world of 
philosophy which Is foundeef upon in- 
tellectu&llsm, but the world of per¬ 
sons which must be distinguished from 
the world of things. Religion, says the 
author. Is no mixture of metaphysics 
and morality. Analogies for it are 
rather to be sought within the pre¬ 
cincts of the aesthetic—art and re¬ 
ligion having a common source. 

Two tendencies, Dr. Shaw thinks, 
have hindered the right apprehenalon 
of religion—one. sacerdotalism; the 
other, science. Sacerdotalism has given 
religion such an elevation as removes 
It from its foundations In human na¬ 
ture and culture. On the other hand, 
secular science has allowed its zeal for 
facts and phenomeuobogicai genenoilxa- 
tlons to lower religion to the level of 
mere anthropology. Both methods Dr 
Shaw condemns; for, as he say a “both 
the flower and the root must be 
analyzed and surveyed.” So viewing 
religion as a positive reality, a fioover 
of the soul having Its roots in the soli 
whence art, too. springs, the author 
analyses Its essence In human nature. 
This philosophical study Is pursued not 
in the spirit of the older norunenal- 
ism. nor In the spirit of the newer phe¬ 
nomenalism. "both metaphysics and 
psychology are here set aside for the 
sake of a humanism which seems best 
adapted to defining the essence of hu¬ 
man worship.” And the study is made, 
the author says, with sympathy for 
living religion whose rich Intellectual 
content seems to be most faithfully 
conserved when expressed through the 
culture of humanity. 

The volume is suggestive, but It It 
not for reader unwilling to put his 
thinking-cap on, nor, indeed, for the 
reader unacquainted with the history' 
of philosophy and the difficulties of 
philosophical discussion.

For years he has experimented on au¬ 
thorities concerning cancer and he is 
to-day one of the highest authorities 
concerning that dread disease. Hence, 
although still a young man. he has had 
exceptional opportunities for observa¬ 
tion. and with his Inborn tact and 
wholesome control In his Intercourse 
with his patients, he has seen the In¬ 
ner needs of the individual, felt the 
burden of responsibility that falls on 
the parent who. although always striv¬ 
ing to meet It, Is far often poorly 
equipped for the combat against dis¬ 
eases of body and mind. 

This book is for such. It discusses 
heredity, both physiological and psych¬ 
ical; It traces the effects of environ¬ 
ment and shows how they may be an¬ 
nulled; it proves the value of educa¬ 
tion in overcoming life’s handicap, it 
specialises the periods of life dividing 
them into dawn, morning, midday, twi¬ 
light and night.

“Broken Wings” is also an old friend 
that repays rereading. Of the "Middle 
Years” Mr. James says that he mainly 
recalls the number of times he had to 
do It over to majee sure of It. the prob¬ 
lem being to squeeze all he wished to 
say Into the five or six thousand words 
Indicated by the publisher as desirable. 
He describes this struggle—and what 
It Is every* conscientious writer knows— 
as an effort "to keep compression rich, 
If not. better still, to keep accretions 
compressed." which he says, "betrayed 
for me such community with the anx¬ 
ious effort of some warden of the In¬ 
sane asylum engaged at a critical mo¬ 
ment In making fast a victim’s straight- 
jacket. • • • After boilings and re¬ 

belling* of the contents of my small 
cauldron after added pounds of salu¬ 
tary sugar, as numerous as those pre¬ 
scribed In the choicest recipe for the 
thickest Jam. I well remember finding 
the whole process and act (which, to 
the exclusion of everything else, 
dragged Itself out for a month) one of 
the most expensive of its sort In which 
I had ever engaged." 

Certain seed* of suggestions He long 
in an author's note book before the 
time seems Just ripe for planting. Mr. 
James seems to have jotted the Idea 
developed in "Broken Wings” as hav¬ 
ing tragic value, hut In this Instance 
It lay fallow for some time. His un¬ 
varying determination to make things 
have their dramatic appeal seems to 
have been "more of an easy admoni¬ 
tion than a ready feat." The reader 
will not perhaps wholly agree with him 
that he succeeded In rendering hts un¬ 
usual situation dramatic. Indeed it 
seems to have less dramatic finish than 
any story' In this book, which, to be 
sure, is not denying It that quality In 
perhaps some great measure.

No reviewer’s words may cope with 
the phenomenon of verse presented In 
this slender volume^ Let the author 
speak for himself—he does not scorn 
self-revelation:

Oblivion on September the sixth at ex¬ 
actly 6 p. m.. having been up at my 
desk mauling and drubbing the Eng¬ 
lish language with a venegance for 
thirty-six consecutive hours/*’ 

Here’s the way the poor King's Eng¬ 
lish came forth from the mauling— 
murdered, lAcerated in this wise, 
case for the Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty, to those living things, 
words:

The opening chapters, unfortunately, 
presag*; an excess of the painful, but 
In this the persevering reader will be 
ogrv*<ably disappointed. Humor and 
sprlghtllness, variety of character and 
incident, historical and local interest 
enliven and enrich the pag»-s as do the 
literal flashing of Orlontxl gorns. *iks 
and scimitars. A perusal of the book 
affords a sense of a fresh mental pic 
turn and as a picture, after all. and 
one which entitles its painter to recog 
nltlon, the work remains in memory .

Finally the landlords num¬ 
ber ten and are Impressed into a chorus, 
but hs most of them are tenors the ad- 
advance agent is wired to locate at the 
next town with a landlord who sings 
bass. Farce it Is, yet with touches of 
true humor and much stage slang and 
some pathos.

During the first chapters 
there Is a distinct chink of stage ma 
ehlnery. careful explanations so that 
the reader may know where he Is, then 
At last t<h© action begins. The plot 
concerns the love of a beautiful Roman 
maiden, a daughter of the Ors4nl. hated 
em-mlca of the B&rgta*. for Caesar Bor 
gfa w'ho ha* won her under pretend of 
being a poor student. When the Orelnl 
plot to kill Caesar. Lavkiella is led Into 
his presence In the role of Judith, car¬ 
rying her dagger in her bosom. Both 
she and the cruel Borgia are amazed 
at sight of rarh other, but the Borgia 
wins, how the reader will see for him¬ 
self. The luat and cruelty and strength 
of Caesar are shown throughout, t.h© 
plotting and counter-plotting of the 
Borg las and the banished Or* Ini. and In 
a flmai t-rrlflc ha<tt!e.

This la a novel by the author of

traCted no attention as a first effort 
the prraent volume, while In some ro 
speots a great deal better. Is by no 
m^ons successfully wrought out. The 
telltale Is easter, smoother, and the col 
oring of the pictures kas crude and 
melodramatic than is Its predecessor 
The first chapter Is a fine beginning, 
rho large, comfortable, old-fashioned 
room In the house by the ara, the fine 
serene woman, the old father, the quiet 
oidorleas lift, are vividly pictured and 
made to live for the reader by the 
magic of a trained pen. The Lyon 
family, also, strikes one at first as 
very well done, hut presently both Mrs 
Lyon and Sophy seem -to rac&po their 
author entirely. Mrs. Lyon becomes 
merely an exaggeration of a type, a 
good thing pushed too far, and Sophy 


acts with such palpable inconstiKency 
thiu one auirprcts she is the author’s 
tool who mu** do certain things In or¬ 
der that the plot may work out. Even 
Ruth Lennox herself is inconsistent. 
One feels tha»t such a woman would 
not have dismissed her lover In the 
manner she did. In fact, it seems as 
if the author had starUd out wKh a 
group of ver>* good characters, hut after 
allowing them a little freedom had said, 
now we must work out the plot, and 
from that moment the characters grow 
wooden and sentimental.

This ‘‘nrM.rfwvet’’ shows unmistakable 
evldtmce of a thorough literary training.

With her go two 
young cousins, who furnish the comedy 
element In th# story, very dainty and 
clever comedy', too. and one Is sorry 
there is not more of it, for pretty Sally 
and quick-W’ltted Marjory are Just gay 
Joke-loving, wholesome American girl*. 
wKh a delightful way of seeing the 
funny side of everything. In the latter 
part of the book figures one John 
Reeve, a social worker In Italy with 
th© WoJdensea "What under the sun 
are they?” asks Sally. "A cuR? New- 
Thought or Buttermilk T* The work ot 
the WaJdenaes among the priest-ridden 
Italian peasantry, where the nobler ele¬ 
ments of Catholicism have become quite 
obscured, add* Its note of seriousness 
to th© tale, which, however, grow'* more 
and more loosely woven, without the 
definite aim that should draw a story 
Irrralatlbly onward. The test is that 
much might have been left out with¬ 
out In the least Injuring th© develop 
men! of the tale. The telling Is well 
done In Rs polish, it* choloe of words, 
and the Italian looal color ls used with 
d 1st 1 notion.

I AEROPLANES AS AIDS 

TO MODERN AUTHORS.! 


J Conquest of the Air Adds New .. 
Zest To Literary Composition— ;; 
Every Corner of th© Earth Ex- • • 
plod ted By Authors With!! 
"Spheres of Influence.”—Mrs.;; 
Humphrey Ward Describes .. 
Novels As Intellectual J*mi[ 
Tarts—Barrie Must Be ScotVa * ’ 
Broth, Suggests Critic—Au¬ 
thors Who Plagiarize—Fortune 
Left By 8on of Author of Ro 
get’s Tcesaurus. 
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London. March 31.—Airships as aids 
to literary adventure are heralded by 
several English critic* as saving the 
public taste from becoming Jaded. 
Already books have begun to appear 
In which tho aeroplane Is assuming 
an Important position. The writing up 
of the earth has been going on so sys 
tem&tlc&Jly that practically ©very por 
tlon of its surface has been covered 
by certain authors who have, as 
were, during the last quarter of a cen 
tury. divided the glob© into spheres of 
Influence. Thus. 8tanley Weyman has 
taken France; Seton Merrlman, Rus¬ 
sia; Marlon Crawford. Italy; J. M. Bar 
rie, Scotland; Robert Hlchens, Sicily 
and thp Sahara; Robert Louis Steven 
son, the Pacific Islands; Nansen, the 
North Pole; Dr. Cook and others the 
South Antartlr, and so on. Even 
such a small place as England, minute 
division of the country has taken place 
among authors, Thomas Hardy taking 
Dorset; Eden PhtUpotts, Devon; HI 
lair© Belloc, Sussex, and W. W. Ja 
cobs, th© East Coast It Is the same 
with America, various writers exploit- 
Ing the Southern States, others, the 
Northern, Western and other sections 
of the country. 

Even the air. however, has been 
more or less pre-empted Uy H. O 
Weils; and th© literary Alexander, 
looking* for new world* to conquer, will 
have to get off the earth, betaking him¬ 
self. say. to th© unlimited space t>e- 
yorvd Mars. 

"The reason aeroplane* and other 
new ideas are making their way into 
modern Action/’ »ald a well-known 
writer In discussing this and kindred 
subjects recently, “Is because this ag© 
demands noveJty and senratlon before 
anything else. The true delineation of 
character may be done away with If 
a writer undertakes to provide a suffi¬ 
cient number of thrills ami shocks, and 
keep things moving Character de¬ 
lineation ls becoming decidedly old- 
faahloned It ls for this reason that 
you find many modern novels dealing 
with mysticism and similar topics. The 
formula for writing has changed It 
ls not necessary to hold the mirror up 
to nature. The best books are often 
passed over, while mediocre produc¬ 
tions, giving endless sensations, suc¬ 
ceed." 

Mr*. Humphrey Ward has aroused 
th© Ire of many authors recently by 
remarking: "People who read only 

novels never properly appreciate what 
they are They are the Jam of litera¬ 
ture. and alt properly conducted per¬ 
sons should tiogln their meal with 
bread and butter.” 

Most novelists are asking If Mrs. 
Ward looks on her own works In this 
light; and quit© an amusing contro¬ 
versy has arisen over the question of 
novels as foodstuffs. If Mrs. Word’s 
novels arc to be regarded as Jam. one 
critic point* out that J. M Barrie 
should be looked upon as the Scotch 
broth of the literary symposium, while 
Marie Corelli I* recommended to young 
ladies as a cure for headache Thla 
Idea and the remark attributed to Mr 
Humphrey Ward emphasise the fuct 
that people of these days only read 
novel* for amusement; which fact I* 
further driven home by the failure of 
most novel* which attempt to do any¬ 
thing else than entertain. There are 
few author* who can afford to Instruct 
their audience* and amuse them at the 
same time. 

• • • 

Sir Ernest Clarke, who owe* his title 
to literature through his connection 
with the curious publication known os 
the “Sette of Odd Volumes," ha* been 
giving his Mews recently on the sub¬ 
ject of plagiarism among authors; and 
also upon the benefits of prison life 
upon composition. Plagiarism Is so 
commonplace In these day*, says Sir 
Ern^t. that it Is almost unnoticed 
Only occasionally, when on action for 
infringement of copyright call* atten¬ 
tion to the *uhject. do rases of actual 
theft come before the public. He ex¬ 
cuses it. however, on the ground that 
every writer, nol even excepting 
Homer, ha* dealt rather freely with 
the subject matter provided by hi* lit¬ 
erary contemporaries; and particularly 
of those who have lived before hi* 
time. In a discussion on this topic 
which arose in ft literary circle In Lon¬ 
don recently, one of the disputant* 
maintained that the plagiarism com¬ 
mitted by most author* was of an un¬ 
conscious kind, and was due as largely 
to mental telepathy as to deliberate 
fraud. This may be true, but there 
Is no gainsaying the fact that there 
are lot* of literary kleptomaniacs 
roaming around and the excuse of tele¬ 
pathy should not be accepted without 
due cAUtlon. 

Sir Ernest Ularke ha* great Admira¬ 
tion for literature produced in prison, 
and cite© the Instance of Leigh Hunt 
In Marsh a! sea; Walter Raleigh In th© 


Tower, and others. After speaking fv>r 
some time on this subject at a recent 
meeting at th© Authors’ Club, he con¬ 
cluded hi* remark* by saying: 

"But as one reads to-day some of the 
effusion* poured forth on a confiding 
public, one cannot help thinking that if 
prison In the past produced such splen¬ 
did result*, would not something sim¬ 
ilar be highly beneficial at the present 
day? Only two or three years of kind¬ 
ly incarceralton, only two or thre* 
years of firm restriction from pen. Ink 
and paper, only a judicious discipline 
in syntax and analysis, and perhaps 
w © should see bands of men and w'om**n 
discharged from tlu»!r temporary home* 
at the end of their terms with at least 
a real moral consciousness of the dif¬ 
ference bet ween adverbs nnd adj^tlvcs, 
and a nobler, higher sense of duty to 
the relative pronoun nnd Its antecedent, 
and more thought* for th*^ Uttle verb 
which now occasionally trips along, 
alas In the wrong furr 

As to the Influence of prison fife on 
authorship, it depends largely on the 
nature of the offense for which nn au¬ 
thor may happen to h© committed to 
Jnll. W. T. Stead, editor Of th*? Re¬ 
view of Reviews, told th© writer re¬ 
cently that. In hi* opinion, sn author 
Is not "seasoned" until he has been in 
Jnll. Ntead. It will be remembered, suf¬ 
fered Incarceration In Holloway prison 
for some time as the result of hi* 
"Malden Tribute to Modern BAbylon.” 
He had a nicely furnished room, prac¬ 
tically nothing to do; and managed to 
run his magazine until he came ouL 
He wr* Imprisoned ils a first-class 
misdemeanant." which mak*s nil the 
difference In the world as to whether 
prison life be good for a man or not. 
Poor Oscar Wilde was not benefited bv 
his term of hard labor, and neither was 
Arthur Lynch, though the latter lias 
made considerable "copy” from hla 
prison experiences. Lynch, while un¬ 
dergoing the death penalty, wrote some 
very good blank verse, which h>* has 
since published. 

• • • 

John Lewis Roget, son of the author 
of the famous work. Roget’s Th^rauru* 
of English Words." recently died leav¬ 
ing an estate worth 3365,000. It is 
curious how' this wonderful hook eanv* 
Into existence. It seems that old P< t*?r 
Mark Roget. the author, was a French¬ 
man who had great difficulty in mas¬ 
tering the English language, and to aid 
himself In this task began preparing 
his The*aurus of words, which ulti¬ 
mately developed Into the work which 
has been so Invaluable to many literary 
men. The work was under preparation 
for nearly fifty years, and on the death 
of the author, his son continued It. 
Whether the 1365,000 left by the latter 
came from profit* on the work or not 
Is unknown. The book is still copy¬ 
right, however, and doubtless bring* In 
a steady revenue.

The first consideration with President 
Lincoln was to sa* the Union, lie had 
no desire to despot) the South of prop¬ 
erty. however repreeetited. M* labored 
diligently to tempt the rebellious States 
to resume their relatione to the Govern¬ 
ment under a plan of compensation for 
their slave property, but they would not 
listen. Emancipation was compelled, and 
the Thirteenth amendment to tha Consti¬ 
tution was a logical and Inevitable conse¬ 
quence of the contest for the preservation 
of the Union.

Why a Secretnry of Health? 

Someone Is trying to start a move 
merit to have a ra?w Cabinet office 
created—a Secretary of Health. It is 
not clear just what such a'fleeVetary 
would have to do. The army hns its 
sanitary experts and there are other 
branches of the Government service 
that arc devoted to experiments In 
matters relating to public health—such, 
for Instance, as the Bureau of Ento¬ 
mology of the Department of Agricul¬ 
ture, which Investigates the connection 
between insects and disease Und<.*r 
the Department of Agriculture Is the 
Pure Food Commission, too. which 
bears an Immediate relationship to 
public health Would It be the pur¬ 
pose of the movement to consolidate 
all the#© agencies Into one central de¬ 
partment with a Cabinet Minister as 
Its chief? That would be very clumsy 
and almost Impracticable, for the army 
needs Its own sanitary experts and the 
Department of Agriculture several bu¬ 
reaus, Including the Pure Food Bu¬ 
reau. It would be to create arbitrarily 
partment that Is not neoded, and 
a Bechetary with little or nothing to 
do. Having many an Idle hour, such 
a Secretary would have to amuse him 
self some way and strive to ©am his 
salary by tome sort of pretense, and 
the result would doubtless be the evo¬ 
lution of the Secretary into an agi 
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In forms almost ns perphvring and as 
menacing as Shivery Itself. 

The Negro. Indeed, still a subject of 
more or less of ajcitnttnn and yet an 
unfixed quantity, has come perilously 
near to shipwrecking our wturtc symom 
of Institutional freedom. 

If the country* had. away back In the 
Thirties and the Forties*. ©ren what 
its wiser men very clearly saw, would 
the War of functions have bo©n pos¬ 
sible? Might ipot broadtar poll cl©* and 
gentler agencies have been found to 
dtal with slavery? Was It not be¬ 
cause the question got into ihe Church: 
got to being a pert of the religion of 
excited people; In the North aggres¬ 
sive and intolerant; In the flouth In¬ 
tolerant ami defensive, until South¬ 
ern Clergyman stood up and claimed 
th© Divine origin of Slavery and North¬ 
ern Clergymen stood up and stigmatis¬ 
ed the Constitution as a Covenant with 
Hell. and. the politician*, seeing the 
drift of the wind, set their sail* accord¬ 
ingly? 

It Is positively sickening to ' turn 
Imclc and read the debates; Hie gradual 
fading away of the National and the 
Christian spirit; the bloody welcoming 
of the spirit of hatred and murder; 
total Ignoring of conditions and 
reckless disregard of consequences. 

It was this the Courier-Journal- had 
In mind. We wrote In tho light of Its 
memories revealing a kindred state of 
Inflammation in certain quarters as to 
drink. We aimed to show th© close re¬ 
semblance between the Abolition Move¬ 
ment and the Prohibition Movement. Wo 
aimed to show how the question of Pro. 
hlbitkm, Mke the question of Abotl^on 
began In the Church—unwisely, though 
with the best of motives and Inten¬ 
tions fomented by the Clergy among 
the women and children—had at length 
got into politic* seized by the self- 
seeking as the stopping-stone to office 
and power.

The Ohio State Journal, whose apolo- 
The Idea of human bondage Is ah- ff«Uc special pleading has furnished 


horrent to our modern thought. Afri¬ 
can Slavery, as It existed in the United 
States and as we now see It in retro¬ 
spect—and from every point of view— 
was illogical and Immoral. As a labor 
system clumsy and costly; as a species 
of property variable and misleading; 
as on economic policy mistaken and os 
a domestic Influence lowering. It coutd 
be defended only as an existent fact, 
having a common origin and the sanc¬ 
tion of th© organic law. It was a dire 
actuality, from which there waa no es¬ 
cape. 

At the Colonial outset the North had 
brought the negroes here In Its ships, 
and the South had bought them. Slav, 
cry wtos recognised equally North and 
South. In tha ultimate equation, sol!, 
climate and production the dotermln- 
ing factors, the North unloaded—got 
rid of—sold Its slaves to tho South, 
which In those days was no more In 
favor of slavery, per *e. than the more 
fortunate, not the more Christian or 
humane. Section. In the end. each Sec¬ 
tion paid dearly for Its error, or sin. 
whichever we choose to call the intro¬ 
duction of 8lav©ry .and It* protract©*! 
duration armwvg us. It won at last 
wiped out in blood and flame. That 
which the Courier-Journal sought to 
have its readers consider was not the 
rights and the wrongs of 8lov©ry. but 
the passions it invoked and the meth¬ 
od* w’hleh led to Us extinction, drawing 
from these at once a lesson and warning 
against emotionalism in public affulrs— 
against religion In politics—against the 
Interjection by the Church of questions 
of spiritual belief and morality of be¬ 
havior into the business of the State, 
which, short of crime*, has nothing to 
lo with the Individual opinions and the 
personal conduct of the people. 

There is no reason to doubt that the 
original Abolitionists—Lincoln was not 
one of them—had at heart only the 
public good. They were sincere. God¬ 
fearing. man-loving men. They found 
the Negro in fetters. They made of 
him an Ideal of freedom They did not 
stop to consider how he camo here, 
how he was bought and sold into slav¬ 
ery, what wore hla possibilities. In 
time Uncle Tom becume a universal 
symbol. Millions of people wept over 
his heart-rending suffering and Christ 
like fortitude. Millions moy do that 
stilt 

Thus, though very slowly, Abolition¬ 
ism grew from an affair of isolated 
churches and primitive noighborboo 
Into a militant force. Originating In 
religious zeal, it vaulted at length into 
party politics. Aggression on one side 
provoked aggression on the other side. 
Crimination begot recrimination. The 
North Insisted, the South resisted; the 
South having at least a great property 
right It had bought and paid for. and 
not holding itself morally answerable 
to th© North; the North, responding to 
the trend of modern thought, getting 
more and more inspired by lu moral 
conviction of the wickedness of Slavery 
Finally, over th© reason and patriotism 
of reasonable and patriotic men North 
and South, a great conflict of sections 
came to pass. It Is nearly fifty years 
since Us close. Yet. though 81avery be 
gone, we have the Negro and th© Negro 
question still with us In other form*;

In tihe trading that is to 
th© fore, In thst combination found¬ 
ed on compromise m which every¬ 
one sacrifices the nonessentt&is in 
order th© more certainly to secure thy 
nond tape ratable*, those who pay the 
piper are not allowed to call th© tunc. 

Sometimes a parade Is mode of placat¬ 
ing them, and we are then called upon 
to witness a solemn farce such us was 
lately enacted for the benefit of ^he 
ladies, when tho enhanced duly on 
hosiery and gloves put on by one w’ho 
never intended it to stick was taken 
off by another who was in the uecret 
und uctcd his part without a smile. 

Sometimes, too, "Jokers" are uncov¬ 
ered and we are asked to appear sur¬ 
prised at tha revelation that, In a tariff 
intended for the us© of plain people, 
things uro not what they seem; word* 
have a cryptic moaning, and language 
has been deliberately used to conceal 
the intentions of tho*© who hold the 
key to the cipher. But when huch dis¬ 
coveries nr© made they aro founds to 
conform to on© Invariable rule—never, 
under any circumstance. do they bene¬ 
fit the consumer. 

Th© reasoning together Is virtually 
an exchange of Ideas between attor¬ 
neys for on© Interest or another, the 
clients are there on tho spot, each ask¬ 
ing for u little more than he is will¬ 
ing to accept, each determined that 
such a bill shall finally emerge as shall 
procure beyond all peradventure the 
greatest good to the least number; 
each, quite consistently and honestly, 
looking after himself with that single- 
minded xcul -which comes from u 
know ledge that, though there's enough 
to go around, Che devil tak*a tho hind¬ 
most. 

Where tho St*Ue Journal cxplauyi, 
the Public Ledger extenuates. That 
revision implied A general reduc¬ 
tion of duties was," says the 
Ledger, "rather an understanding 
than a protiYleo. and If there be 
any tflgvppol ntmen t over Mr. Al¬ 
drich's disposition to ‘stand pat/ It 
cannot b© suld Unit ho ever made any 
misleading pudges.”

Hannis Taylor and His Critics. 

Having won his spurs as a man of 
letters, served w 1th distinction a* 
American Minister to Spain and filled 
other posts of honor with credit both 
to himself and his country, It Is not at 
all surprising to see Dr. Hannis Tay¬ 
lor emerging from a little brush with 
I>r. Henry Gaudy, regius professor of 
civil law at Oxford, with a complet© 
victory. A scholar and publicist of 
profound erudition, the former Diplo¬ 
matist has written a number of work* 
on various branches df th© law w'hlch 
have become recognized standards in 
the Universities of Europe and Ameri¬ 
ca. His latest volume. "The Science of 
Jurisprudence,” I* In itself at one© a 
monument and attestation to w*ldo re¬ 
search. serious study and unique con¬ 
ception. It has won its way Into tho 
libraries of eminent savant*. 

Of all th© men In the world of im¬ 
mediate Interest to the subject treated 
by Dr. Taylor^ It remained for Dr. 
Goudy to attack that work. A/ter 
frankly acknowledging that "apart 
from th© chapter on 'External History 
of Roman Low.' I have not examined 
Dr. Taylor's book,” the Oxford profes¬ 
sor proc**ds to pronounce judgment on 
It, Impeaching its originality, declaring 
It “an imposture” and In other general 
and specific term* condemning It. 

In a communket ion to th© London 
Time* Dr. Taylor responds to hla crit¬ 
ic with fiudh vigor—not the vigor of 
Idle rhetoric, but th© cogency of facta 
and argument—as to leave Dr. Ooudy 
dangling in air. Dr. Goudy bod dared 
tew drag James Bryce into tho contro¬ 
versy in a dralrt* to Im© the British Am¬ 
bassador against the American author, 
a trick which Dr. Taylor promptly 
scotched by showing that Mr. Bryce 
was his ^Id personal friend, was the 
first person to rend the manuscript of 
the work In question and the first to 
prole© It. In another Instance the Ox¬ 
ford crMic had Indictt-d Dr. Taylor for 
overstepping the bounds of legitimacy 
in th© uro, at certain points, of the 
works of Dr. Rudolph Sohm, of the 
University of Lelpslc. and to that tho 
author replies: 

"Certainly the great Jurist end scholar. 
Dr. flohro, who I*, perhaps, th© most fa¬ 
mous living writer on Roman law, may* 
b© presumed to be familiar with all edi¬ 
tions of his own work*, and also with 
th© rule regulating their use by other 
student* in the same field. Fortunately 
for me Dr. Sohm has critically examined 
my entire work, not a single chapter of 
it, and after such examination has, in a 
noble and generous spirit, warmly com¬ 
mended ray new* contrlbut toti to legal and 
political Selene©. Spiteful professions! 
Jealousy finds no place In a great mind 
like hit. He has offered to commend my 
book In the next edition of his 'Insti¬ 
tutes* to German students. Under these 
circumstance* what excuse can Dr Oogdy 
give for his officious Intrusion between 
Dr. Sohm and raysalf?" 

Thera ar© other case* wherein Dr. Tay. 
lor la enabled to confound hi© critic-* 
probably oara-llam were the more suit¬ 
able term—by ©Imply quotiT>g the per¬ 
sona Whom Dr. Goody had sought to 
use In hla effort to belittle the volusme. 
Such mm oe Dr. von L. Mittal*. «>f 
Letp&Jt; Mr. Ntfcuco, th© Brazilian 
Minister: Dr. Jolm Wasrtlak© and Prof. 
Thomaa Krakin© Holland, of Oxford, 
add their testimony Vo tho •xaltod 
qualky of Dr. Taylor's book. It la not 
usual for a man publicly attacked to 
have back of him so formidable an 
arsons 1 of conciuMv© ammunition aa 
Dr. Taylor make* use <jf in the present 
episode. 

It Is worth White quoting t^ie con¬ 
cluding poracraiph of Dr. Taylor's ar¬ 
ticle In <h« Lon dob Times: 

•In submitting thfc case to them l 
pray that they wttyremember, first, that 
Dr. Goudy has attempted to defame a 
hook after reading oply on© chapter of 
It. second that Iti denouncing that chap¬ 
ter as an 'Imposture,' he has oxclucten 
from his own view, and has d«!l!>*rat©ty 
concealed from the vtew of hit reader*, 
tne vital subjiKt-mattcr upon which Us 
merits primarily depend; third. that 
sgnlnst his prejudiced and narrow¬ 
minded condemnation, standing, as It 
does, unsupported and stone, are arrayed 
tho cordial commendation* of many of 
tho greatest Romanists in tho world, who 
have examined tho book at a whole.

‘only charge of plagiarism ever Inttmgtodl

ment of an Important discovery. By 
raising a false cry of ‘plagiarism/ Dr.

"Th© lock* at Gatun are to be pomlleted 
by work* of similar dimensions upon the 
Fuelflc ehl© (except lhat the tatter will 
be divided into two groups Instead of be¬ 
ing concentrated into one)—that Is to 
say. t that thorn are twelve locks of the 
dimensions ulrvady named to be built. 
Let these dimensions be realised, let due 
aliowafle© be made for the difficulties re- 
teGnho supply *nd delivery of th»» 
(tvirmou* man of materials, to the pro¬ 
vision of the highly skilled labor required, 
and to the Inevitable day-by-day a ob¬ 
struct Inn* and delsya which must hr en¬ 
countered In the conduct of sucA works 
In such positions a* these lock* op.»n the 
Isthmus, and It will be acknowledged tint 
there Is eotho reason In tlto suggestion 
that 1818 os th© date for completion 
should be read even by the most san¬ 
guine as meaning 1818 or 19?0."

Mrs. Virginia Taylor Mitchell Dead. 


Prof Harrison Gk^man. entomologist of 
th© Kentucky Agricultural Experiment 
Station, has Issued a bulletin on the hab¬ 
its of the army worm ami the methods 
adopted by former* for 
protection against this peat. Prof. German 
says: 

"The habits of the army worm place the 
Insect largely at our merry If wo will but 
make use of our knowledge In season 
The fact that the eggs are laid In unused 
grow land In meadow* not grimed. In 
stubble field* grown up with weed* and 
about old straw stock* is nil we require to 
enaihte us to elrrumvtntf the worm*. It 
has ber-n proved more than one© that 
burning over land and plowing it some 
time In advance of seeding will ptevent 
outbreaks on the land so treated, except 
ns worms com* In from neighboring 
promisee. If suctj precaution* can he 
made general In a locality serious Injury 
from the army worm should not occur 
there. 

"The fondness of the adult army worm 
moth for sweet* Is such that poisoned 
balls consisting of molasse© and cobalt or 
nntenton* acid rein bo used on them with 
good effect. No other moth known to me 
Is attracted to bolts in such large num¬ 
ber* and feeds upon them so eagerly. 

• It h*a been found that they can he 
confined pretty completely to fields In 
which they appear by miking a trench 
about them with plow and anode, taking 
care that th* far side Is vertical or pref- 
onaitly a little Inclined toward th© tn- 
frwted field, sol as to render It difficult for 
them to ascend. Thev accumulate In Inrge 
number* In such trenches and rein be de¬ 
stroyed from time to time by spraying 
with coal oil or by sprinkling straw with 
cuol oil. then scattering it in tha trench 
and Igniting it."

PROMISES TO INVESTIGATE THE 
NEEDS OF WORKINGMEN. 


TALK OVER INJUNCTION LAWS. 


Washington. April 16 ,-PresIdent Toft 
discussed the problems of tho working¬ 
man for two hours to day with the mrm- 
bgi of the Executive Council of thG 
American Federation of Labor, which Is 
in session in this city. 

The labor leaders, headed by Samuel 
Gompers, president of the Federation, 
called at the White House to present to 
iho President n number of matters of 
vital Interest to organised labor. Mr. Gom- 
per* declared that the President not only 
ga\o the spokesman of tip* party all the 
time they desired to lay their matters be* 
fore him. but Joined himself in the dis¬ 
cussion from time to time to bring out 
fuller information on the various subject* 
aa they were reached. 

In the delegation which saw the Presi¬ 
dent were the r© prison tat Ives of most of 
the trade* affiliated with tn© American 
Fudcritton. and among them a number of 
leader* who stubbornly opposed Mr Taft 
in hia presidential campaign. But the 
greeting within the executive offices was 
cordial alike to Mr. Oompers and to all 
who accompanied him. 

• • • 

Freaidtnt Makes Promise. 


When the conference had reached Its 
close the President tqld his callers that 
he would investigate such of the matters 
presented which seemed to him to require 
such action, nnd that ha would be glad 
to help, us far ns hts opportunities would 
permit. In arriving at a proper solution 
of the dtffirvjUt-a In which the working 
people found Themselves, while at same 
time keeping the interest of the whole 
people in view. 

The labor Iradcr* seemed pleased with 
their reception. They took up with the 
President sn imposing array of problem*, 
including the matter of injunction, the 
eight-hour law, convict labor, the recent 
Indictment of lal>or loaders In the South 
for alleg'd violations of the Hherman anil- 
trust law. th« danger of a absolution of 
all labor organisations under a strict In¬ 
terpretation of recent decisions by the 
Supreme Court, the maintenance of Inter¬ 
national peace, labor problem* on the 
Panama Canal, the adherence to tbe right 
of asylum In this country for political of¬ 
fenders from other lands and child labor. 
• • • 

Anti-Injunction Law. 


President Taft told the labor leaders 
that he regarded the matter of an antl- 
tnjunation law na one of the moat Impor¬ 
tant-phases of his administration. He add¬ 
ed that he felt he had made hts position 
dear on the subject In hla speech of ac¬ 
ceptance last July at Cincinnati, and had 
confirmed Mutt posttlon tn his Inaugural 
address?. The pT«*4»id©nt said he would be 
glad to consult further with the represen¬ 
tative* of organized labor as to amend¬ 
ment s. etc., when a hill fbr the next Con¬ 
gress had been trained. 

Chaflcs P. Neill, tlu> Government Com- 
m'oeioner of l^ibor. was present through¬ 
out the meeting. The members of th# 
executive council who called were Sam¬ 
uel Gomners. Frank Morrison, James 
Duncan, John Mitchell, James O'Connell.

With reference to convict labor. Mr. 
Oompcrs told the President that organised 
labor destree only that this class of labT 
shall be regulatod. not prohibited. The 
KJea Is to prevent convict-made goods and 
work from coming into competition wltii 
th* labor of free men. 

Tlf* Federation council urged the Pres¬ 
ident to use h!s efforts for an extension of 
tho eight-hour law, so that It will apply 
to contractors and sub-contractors fur¬ 
nishing materials and fittings for Gov¬ 
ernment buildings and other Government 
worke. The law now applies only to 
“Government works." 

Coming to the present status of labor 
organisations under recent decisions of 
the courts, the discussion widened broad¬ 
ly. It centered about the Supreme Court 
decision In the famous Danbury hatters 
case, under which certain phases of labor 
organisation methods were declared to be 
In contravention of the Sherman anti¬ 
trust law. Mr. Gompers told the Presl- 
derft that since that decision nnd under 
an interpretation of It. seventy-five men 
have been Indicted in New Orleans, it 
being alleged that they quit work tn sup¬ 
port of other workmen who were engaged 
In a strike. 

• e • 

Effect of Decision. 


"Under a further Interpretation of that 
decision," said Mr Gompers, "labor un¬ 
ions can be dissolved by any move on the 
part of the Federal Government. Men 
can be arrested, Indicted and sentenced 
to a year tn prison and a fine of |6.(W> 
Officers and members of the union also 
can he proceeded against civilly nnd 
three-fold danutgos assessed against them 
In any amount^hit nay be complained of 
by any persm^Ialmtag to have suffered 
by reason of men quitting work or with¬ 
holding their patronage.’’ 

President Taft was asked If there was 
any truth in the report that American 
workingmen, principally laborer* belong¬ 
ing to American union*, aro being laid 
off at the Isthmus of Panama to make 
room for foreigners. The President said 
he had not even heard of fuch a report 
and did not believe it could be true.

Sister Emily Cooper wait one of the beat- 
beloved women of Louisville. During the 
year* of tier labor of love and sacrifice 
in the care of the hundred* of orphan* 
sheltered at the Home of the Innocent* 
Mr*. Cooper built a temple of affection 
in the heart* of her charge*, and when 
the Infirmities of age began to creep upon 
her »he retired to the home of Mm. 
charle* L. Duff, of Middfetown. K.v. Mr*. 
* \»ojm? r wa» 72 year* of age and retired 
from tno home several year* ago. For 
some time *he bad bora m falling health 
and death wi s not unexpected. The body 
wa* brought Inu* Uie city yesterday morn¬ 
ing and taken to the home of Mr and 
Mr*, Chnrlea L. Boden. 640 South Second 
street. 

Even the cloweiit friend* of Sister Emily 
Cooper wore able to give but little in¬ 
formation about her early life. It la 
known that she waa one of the oldest 
member* of the Order of Deaconesses of 
the Episcopal Church and had been as¬ 
sociated with charitable institution* in 
Brooklyn. N. Y.. before coming to Loul#* 
\ 111** thirty-five year* ago. When the 
Home of the Innocent* was opened she 
Vi** placed In chnrgp. of the orphanage, 
and for thirty yearn worked untiringly 
to place it in the Jplvndid condition in 
which it Is now. 1 

A* head of the Institution she gained 
a wide acquaintance, especially among 
the member* of the Episcopal faith, by 
whom she was highly esteemed. Her 
death removes from the city a woman 
whose beautiful Christian character made 
her the beloved of all of her acquaint¬ 
ance* 


FEW APPLICANTS FOR 

$1,700 A-YEAR OFFICE. 

Only Two Seeking Health Department 
Position Made Vacant By Death 
of Dr. Letchworth Smith. 


After four weeks of fruitless searching, 
which had extended over nearly every 
part of Indiana, the body* of Henry W. 
Fawcett. who disappeared Thursday. 
March 1*. from his home in New Albany, 
wa* discovered at 4:15 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon near the wliarfhoat. that city, 
Three boys. Davki Fogle. John Beales and 
Will BtfUman. were on the bank *unl*H»- 
!y watching the Ohio River, when the 
body suddenly appeared in view*. They 
quickly rowed In a skiff to the body and 
brought It ashore, when it wa* easily 
Identified by a number of people who had 
been attracted to the water's edge. 

The body' was taken to Gwln sender- 
taking eaiabllshment, where an Inquest 
was held by Dr. W y l*. Richard, the Tor- 
oner. who returned a finding, of death 
from drowning, and preparation* were 
made for the burial. - 

Since his disappearance mean* 

had been employed to ascertain hi* 
whereabouts and even ttfe faintest ciew* 
have boon followed by the *♦* arch era. At 
one time hla friends were led to believe 
that he had been seen in Northern In¬ 
diana and soon after, almost as convinc¬ 
ing evidence wa* sent to New Albany that 
he had been seen In Evansville. These 
and every other report were thoroughly 
Investigated and the suspense, to which 
hi* family and friend* have been sub¬ 
jected ha* been most trying. 

The place In the water from which the 
body arose Is less thsn a half mil** from 
where Mr Fawcett Is supposed to lmv« 
entered the water and me infererx-r is 
that he was caught under several barge*

Tho recorded original lease shows It 
covered l®) acre* of land a few miles 
north of Jeffersonville, then owned by 
Emery Sylvester and wlfo, on which the 
Ohio Valley Cement Company desired to 
place a mill and agreed to ixvy the own¬ 
er* of the Jand 4 cents per barrel for all 
the cement made from rock taken oft ot 
the farm. It wa» also otlpulated that the 
agreement was to exist for ninety-nine 
year* and that a mill with u daily ca¬ 
pacity of oOU barrel* of comet wo* to be 
built.

William Carter Is Launched 
Into Eternity. 


MOUNTS DEATH TRAP WITH A 
SMILE ON COUNTENANCE. 


PAYS PENALTY FOR MURDER OF 
JOSEPH WALKER. 


SAID HE WAS READY TO GO. 


William Carter, colored, was executed 
In the J(g41 yard at sunrise yesterday 
morning for tne murder of Joseph Walk¬ 
er, a yard foreman at the Mcngel plant 
In southwest Louhivllle. Carter went to 
hls death with a smile upon his face, ar d 
throughout the ordeal, from the time he 
wa* awakened to prepare for the scaffold 
until the fatal trap was spru.tg. V was 
apparently more composed than those who 
witnessed hls execution. 

Carter was awukened at 4:W» o’clock by 
the Rev William Bruce, jail chaplain. 
He greeted the minister with a cheery 
goud morning, sprang from hts Iron couch, 
a* If to begin a day of pleasure, and 
was soon donning the black suit In which 
he wu* to die. When asked what he de¬ 
sired for hls last breakfast ho cooly re¬ 
plied ; 

l“8oirw good coffee, hum, butter and 
bread i* all I wants" 

The order notit to the kitchen and 
prepared while the negro attired himself 
during which he watched every detail of 
hls clothing, as If robing himself for.hls 
we.Mlng day. 

In a Khort time the frugal oreakfnst wa* 
placed before him. It had been prepared 
for boll) Carter and William Green, who 
was snatched from the gallows Thursday 
night by clemency from Gov. Willson. 
Green seated himself with Carter, but 
partook but lightly of the .need. Carter 
Ate heartily, chatting with Green the 
while. When the meal was gnlshed Gteen. 
truo to hls promise of the night before, 
and In the presence of Dr. Bruce, told 
Carter of hi# reprieve. He did not tell 
him the sentence had been commuted, but 
said. 

“Will, the Governor has given me a Ut¬ 
ile more time—!*m not going out there 
to-day. I’ll come in a little while. 1 

guess.” 

• • • 

Shows Slight Surprise. 

Carter gazed Into Green’s face a mo¬ 
ment. showing slight surprise at the an¬ 
nouncement. then snld: 

“All right, old boy- Huberdinck can go 

oJone" 

Dr. Bruce then supplemented the re¬ 
marks of Green und urged Carter 4o be 
brave. Tht* injunction was apparently 
useless, for Carter replied, without th« 
slightest tremor. 

“Brother Bruce. I ain’t goln’ out there 
alone; God will be with me. Old Huber¬ 
dinck Is goln’ borne.” 

The answer both surprised and pleased 
Mr. Bruce, for he had reared the fact 
that Green was not to accompany Carter 
to death would break down trie fortitude 
maintained by Carter. This wa« by no 
means the case, n* Carter was absolute¬ 
ly composed throughout. 

The death march began at 5:55 o'clock, 
Just after the curium ter* hud maje fast 
one of the traps, and the rope had been 
adjusted. Sheriff Scholl, accompanied by 
his deputies and the newspaper men, ap¬ 
proached Carter’s cell, where he found 
him sitting quietly awaiting the summons. 
With him was Mr. Bruce and Green. As 
the Sheriff readied the cell door Carter 
arose and utepped outside the tier He 
stood erect and attentive. When the Sher¬ 
iff began reading the death warrant a 
deputy began to adjust the leather straps. 
By th© time the rending of the warrant 
was concluded Carter w r »* helpless in the 
leathern thong#. X 

“Have you anything to nay why the 
d«y;r*»<? of the law should not be carried 
out?” asked Sheriff Scholl.

Ready To Go. 

*T’tn ready to go.** Carter replied. In a 
firm voice, and he volupturllv started the 
death march. Mr Bruce walked beside 
him. while Sheriff 8« hull and other* fol¬ 
lowed At 5:57 o'clock^Ckrter ami llie 
officers mounted the scaffold. A deputy 
sttapped the lower limbs «s Carter vol¬ 
untarily took hi* position in the renter 
of the trap. The black cap and niwma 
were adjusted by Deputy Sheriff Joe Lud¬ 
wig. Mr. Bruce began a prayer and Sher¬ 
iff Scholl, at a signal from Deputy Lud¬ 
wig. drew' back the lever that sent WIN 
I ism Carter to hls death 

Not a hitch marred the carrying out 
of the law's stern mandate. The spec¬ 
tators crowded Into the narrow confines 
of the jail yard, respectfully removed thelV 
hat# and silently watched the swift-mov¬ 
ing preparations. As the body shot down¬ 
ward many faces were averted, and a* 
the swaying form dangled the crowd 
slowly dispenmd Thirteen minutes after 
the falling of the trap physicians pro¬ 
nounced Carter dead and the body was 
turned over to an undertaker.*
